And What Have You

While were gone on vacation we 
missed the story on the mental health 
clinic 
being 
proposed 
for 
Jones 
County. The county commissioners 
took up the matter at their July 9 
meeting but failed to take any action. 
A motion was made at the meeting 
by Comm issioner Tom Boyd of 
Stamford that the county participate 
in such a program but he was unable 
to get a second to his motion. 
As we understand the situation, a 
new proposal has been presented for 
the clinic by Charles Borders, ad­ 
ministrative director of the Abilene 
Area Center, Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation to include Jones County 
in their program. 
Apparently, the clinic, whether a 
part of the Big Spring State Hospital 
or the Abilene Area Center, would 
cost the county about $5,6(X) a year. 
Since the Com m issioners have 
refused to take any action on the 
clinic, the people of Stamford are now 
trying to get their City Council to 
underwrite the program 
I do not 
know if this can be done or not. but I 
do appreciate their efforts to provide 
this service to the people of this area. 
I still find it hard to understand why 
the county commissioners refuse to 
provide these needed services to the 
public that they are supposed to be 
serving. It seems that one of the 
arguments against such a clinic was 
that they had been warned that if they 
approved the clinic they would be 
asked to hire a county wolf trapper 
Sometimes one can only wonder if 
our form of county government is not 
completely outmoded and outdated. It 
seems to be so antiquated that it 
almost completely fails to meet the 
needs of the majority of its taxpayers. 
Almost anytime that someone goes 
before the Com m issioners Court 
seeking some new type of service to 
the people of the county, they are told 
that the county cannot afford it. But if 
you are like I am, you will find it very 
"hard to figure out just what you are 
getting for the taxes you pay to 
operate this antiquated organization 


While we were in Hot Springs I 
bought a Little Rock newspaper and 
happened to read a column by Leland 
Duvall on the farm page that I feel 
may be worth repeating—at least 
parts of it. 
As background, this was written 
during the 60-day freeze and before 
the new regulations were announced. 
It is the writer’s opinion that the 
American public may be in a sense 
cutting off their own nose to spite 
their face in their clamor over the 
price of food. A part of his column 
follows: “Those who understand what 
has happened and what is about to 
happen to American consum ers 
should consider the twin sons of 
Isaac. Specifically, they might recall 
the occasion when Esau, the elder, 
returned from a fruitless hunt and 
was so hungry that he was willing to 
exchange his birthright for “bread 
and pottage of lentiles.” Now Esau 
was not, as he believed, so near death 
by starvation that 
his birthright 
would be of no value; he was merely 
hungry, and he would have survived 
without the vegetable soup. 
“ By 
the same 
rule, 
American 
consumers were nowhere near actual 
starvation as a result of the rise in 
food prices in recent months. In fact, 
they remained the best-fed people in 
the world Their food stores were well 
stocked and farmers, spurred by the 
promise that prices for their products 
were relatively favorable, were 
planning to expand production to 
record levels. 
“Just for the record, consumers 
were paying (at peak levels) the 
smallest 
percentage 
of 
their 
disposable income for food that had 
ever been recorded in this or any 
other major country. The sudden rise

Agent Gives Tips On 


Sorghum Midge Control 


Sorghum midge populations 
are now present in many grain 
sorghum fields in the rolling 
Plains, said Jones County Agent 
Kirby Clayton. When sorghum 
is blooming and midge number 
m ore than two per 
head, 
reduced yields will result and 
heavier infestations can cause 
a complete crop failure. To 
prevent a reduction in yields 
Sorghum midge populations 
are now present in many grain 
sorghum fields in the rolling 
Plains, said Jones County Agent 
Kirby Clayton. When sorghum 
is blooming and midge number 
more than two per head, 
reduced yields will result and 
heavier infestations can cause a 
com plete crop failure. 
To 
prevent a reduction in yields 
producers should begin in­ 
specting sorghum plants daily 
after the heads emerge from the 
boot. 
Sorghum 
must 
be 
blooming for midge to deposit 
eggs into the developing florets 
The orange red midge is 
about one-twelth inch long and 
resembles a common gnat The 
midge lay from 50 to 250 eggs in 
a 24 to 48 hour period The eggs 
hatch into larvae which con­ 
sum e the developing seed 
causing the head to appear 
blasted. It takes about 16 days 
fro the midge to develop trom 
an egg to adult Once midge 
reach dam aging population 


levels in as an area, this pest 
continues 
to 
infest 
later 
blooming sorghum fields for the 
remainder of the season 


One method of checking adult 
midge [»opulations is to quickly 
slip a plastic bag over the 
sorghum head and then watch 
closely for the midge 
Heads 
may also be checked visually 
during the cooler part of the 
day, but this method is not as 
accurate as the plastic bag 
method If adults are still active 
in similar numbers three to five 
later, then another application 
may be needed. If daily field 
inspection 
indicates that 
an 
average of two or more adult 
midges can be found per head 
and if 25 to 30 percent of the 
sorghum heads are beginning to 
bloom 
at 
the tip. 
then 
in­ 
secticidal treatments should be 
applied 


C arbaryl 
(Sevin), 
ear- 
bop h o n o th io n 
( trith io n ), 
diazinon. disufoton (Di-syston), 
ethion parathion and malathion 
are all effective in controlling 
sorghum midge. Further in­

rocks." boulders, bluffs or gravel beds 
subjects his artificial lures (especially 
the 
top-water 
plugs 
and

“sticks” ) to real punishment. As a 
consequence the lures become scarred, 
the paint cracks and the hooks get 
broken or dulled. 
But, that’s where the fish are, so 
don’t avoid these areas. Keep after 
’em, even if you have to buy many 
new lures. 
Of course 
you 
can 
replace the 
hooks on the old lures. Also you can 
repaint some of the lures, especially 
the ones with the wood bodies . . . 
and wood is now being used again 
after being replaced with plastic for a 


long, long time. 
While you have the hooks off just 
dip the lure in a paint bucket and 
hang the bait up to dry. A bit of old 
fishing line tied to the eye of the bait, 
and with a loop on the other end, 
makes both painting and hanging easy 
After the paint dries, you can give 
it additional 
protection and water 
proof it at the same time by dipping it 
in a can of varnish or epoxy. 
Kinda fun to do. 
If you have decorative ability or 
artistic 
talent—and a few different 
colored cans o f spray paint—you can 
come 
up with some very colorful 
combinations. 
Who knowsr-the fish may even like 
’em better.

’Tis said that in the Spring a young I 
man’s fancy turns to— “fly fishing’ j 
•up North. 
Really there’s good reason for such 
a statement, too. for in many of the 
colder areas fly fishing begins in the 
Spring and lasts through the Fall. 
However, in many states, including 
Texas, there’s an increasing craze for 
bass-hugging with fly rods in the 
shallow waters along the shorelines. 
But all this enjoyment is not limited 
to the young man— oldsters are fond 
of fly fishing too, w h e th e r it be for 
trout, bass or those fiesty little blue­ 
gills. 
, 
, . 
Casting with a fly rod and reel is 
really a sport for all anglers who like 
to play their catch. This type of fish ­ 
ing is especially attractive to those 
who hie off by themselves and work 
the waters under the overhanging 
willows, or whip a fast mountain 
stream. 
There is nothing particularly new 
about fly fishing. From time-to-time 
someone comes up with a new adap­ 
tation. Then, about every year there 
is some kind of improvement— usually 
available equipment. But, in the 
main, the principle is the same. 
Fly fishing is practiced mostly on 
the cold water trout streams of the 
North, both East and West. Here you 
find the purist who insists that there 
is only one way to catch fish 
and 
that is with their favorite tackle, 
their special equipment and certain 
tvpe of water. 
* But fly fishing is fast becoming a 
Texas sport too— for many anglers— 
about nine months of the year. 
In the warm waters of Texas, many 
bass fishermen are using fly rods, 
with shooting taper lines, to haul in 
fighting blacks. 
On the other side of the lake are 
Texas anglers using ultra-light -tun­ 
ning equipment. Yes, even the Tig- 
bass 
boys 
(or 
have 
you 
looked 
lately?). 
Then there’s the fellow who gets 
out only a few tim es a year and whips 
the streams, sometimes with bor­ 
rowed, and more often than not with 
unbalanced equipment. 
With 
trout 
(both

brown) being stocked in Texas rivers, 
trout fishing is growing rapidly in 


popularity— and 
the 
flyrodder 
is j 
much in evidence. This is especially J 
true in the areas of recent stocking 
of the Brazos and Guadalupe Rivers, j 
by Texas Barks and Wildlife, below 
Possum Kingdom and Canyon Lake * 
dams.

Selecting the rod and reel for fly 
fishing is just as important as picking 
the proper spinning or casting equip­ 
ment. Flv rods generally come in 
lengths from 7* j to 9 feet. Average 
fly fisherman usually selects an 8 l_2 J 
foot rod, or 7'8" rod with a light tip J 
and plenty of backbone. 
I 
Theres also a w-ide assortment of I 
I reels. Although the reel on a flyrod I 
: serves only as a line holder, some I 
fishermen prefer a good automatic, I 
with an aluminum spool that com- I 
bines light weight with adequate line I 
capacity, silent wind, free stripping 
and fast takedown. Line with a front I 
■; taper helps put bass bugs out a little I 
farther, while the level line is best for 
trout streams. 
Although there are many standard f 
flies, the purists strike out for per I 
fection. Many tie their own flies, with j 
multicolored tackle. 
I hat’s fine for j 
the man w ho insists on the finer arts, j 
But you can also fool trout with an j 
ordinary bug bought over the tackle I 
counter of 
your 
favorite 
sporting j 
goods store. Or, for that matter, you j 
can’t beat a red worm for filling the I 
creel. 
More important, perhaps, than the I 
lure, is the efficiency in using fly I 
equipment— mastering the technique I 
of casting with a fly rod. 
It’s not difficult to do with a little I 
practice Every rod and reel you buy I 
includes simple instructions. If you I 
will follo w these and study other pub- I 
lished 
material, 
or observe 
other I 
casters, you’ll he surprised at how I 
quickly you Ux> can master fly cast- I 
mg. 
Take time off for a few practice 
sessions with a fly rod and reel at 
some casting club, or on a vacant lot 
— or better still, over water. 
You’ll never learn EV ER Y TH IN G 
about fly canting, any more than you 
can learn eNerything about any other 
kind of fishing. But you can improve 
your methiKL with serious practice.
